In a dull and uninspiring ga- 
me on Saturday afternoon, the 
McGill Hocicey Redmen outlasted 
the U of T Blues 4-3.

Tho Blues set a fast pace in the 
opening minute of the game and 
scored before McGill got out of its 
own zone.

This set the stage for Toronto's 
comeback bid. With a minute re- 
maining, a Varsity shot went off 
a McGill dcfcnccman's leg- and 
found the mark behind Tcnnant. 

Toronto's coach, John Kennedy, 
removed the goaler in an attempt 
to tie the score. Only the fine work 
of the six McGill men on the ice 
prevented a tying marker. Toron- 
to fired several shots, "but were 
held off. At the final siren, the 400 
spectators gave the homo team a 
wcll-dcscrvcd round of applause.

in the number of lots and a re- 
duction of the number of parlcing 
sticlcers to 1,000 from 1,250 for the 
750 lots now on campus. The com- 
mittee suggested that the fees for 
sticlcers be raised to cover the cost 
of. installation and maintenance of 
lots. 

The administration rejected the 
request for more lots and stated 
that parking restrictions would be 
imposed. 

It was also stated that the num- 
ber of parking lots would be frozen 
at 750; that the faculty would be 



given priority as Western's popu- 
lation grows; that graduate stu- 
dents would be forced to move to 
general parking areas; and that re- 
sidences would be excluded from 
parking on campus. 

Besides expressing disappoint- 
ment, the council's motion urged 
the administration to reconsider its 
stand and to increase the numl}er 
of parking spaces. Also, the council 
refused to make the decision of 
what method to use to equalize the 
number of cars and the number of 
parking spaces available.

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Student Report 



. House United 

It has become almost dogma to assume that a 
New Union will solve most of our problems concern- 
ing so-calleiJ student "apathy". The need for the Union 
Is real enough, but last week's ISA seminar on extra- 
curricular activities did us a service by reminding us 
that we also badly need a nevv basis for student 
unity. 

McGill students are anything but apathetic. They 
study hard, ploy an immense variety of sports, do 
part-time work and participate in thousands of dif- 
ferent activities. Unfortunately only a small portion of 
this energy outflow Is channeled into the life of Mc^- 
Gill. Too many students treat their University as their 
fathers treat their jobs; it is something to do from 9-5 
and something to forget the rest of the time. 

Why does not McGill command the loyalty of her 
students? Is It simply because she is so 'largely a 
commuter college ? Or is it because she has allowed 
the organs that set the pattern of her student life to 
degenerate, to become too detached or too amorphous 
to generate the enthusiasm that would restore vitality 
and interest to the campus ? 

The ISA seminar proposed a "House system". As 
we understand it, this would provide that each student 
coming into McGill would be assigned to one or an- 
other "House" in the same way that students at the 
University of Toronto are assigned to one of the Col- 
leges. These Houses would number approximately 
500 students each and would, presumably, contain a 
cross-section of the campus. 

Under the new scheme, inter-House would re- 
place inter-faculty as the basis for rivalry In athletics, 
debating and blood-giving. Perhaps also there would 
develop House singing, dramatic and recreational 
groups with sponsored dances, chess tournaments and 
folk-singing groups. 

It would appear to us that the most far-reaching 
outcome of a House systeni would be to sùbstifutê a 
kind of federalism for the present centralization of 
control. Thus the Debating Union might continue to 
sponsor intercollegiate and campus-wide tournaments 
but much of the task of novice-training and interme- 
diate level debating would be taken over by the indi- 
vidual House organs. Similarly the Red and White 
Revue would continue to be the ma{or student pro- 
duction but these whose style or talent was unsulted 
to the nseds of the particular year's production could 
find scope for their interests w|thin the smaller pur- 
view of their own House. 

The possibilities ore endless and many of them 
are most attractive. The essential strength of the sche- 
me lies In Its potential ability to provide on opportu- 
nity for ail McGill students, and particularly those 
without the talent or ambition to" rise to the exalted 
levels of campus-wide competition, to participate and 
contribute to student life. And, most important, to 
participate in such a way as to fçel that their efforts 
are important and are appreciated by their fellow 
students. Too often the present hectic extracurricular 
program at McGill seems ' too big a pond for the 
young, tadpoles just out of hfgh school. 

It remains to say that the proposed scheme is 
not without its weaknesses nor will It be easy to Imple- 
ment. Nevertheless we be|ieye|that only good can 
come frorn giving the proposdl the most serious and 
detqiled^sfudv 



Shadows In Latin Amenai 

The sun wlilch tmilet so radiantly on Latin America alio casts sfiadows, and It is In 
these shadovys ttiat tlie real Latin America Is to be found. Here lurk the most appalling 
poverty and wretchedness conceivable. 



•Different as the many nations 
of South America may be in out- 
ward appearance, they do share 
a common element: poverty- 
stricken and uneducated masses 
which make up the bulk of the 
population. 

Thousands upon thousands of 
these peoples are flocking to the 
large cities in the hope of find- 
ing work. They flee the misera- 
ble peasant's life of the country 
to come to an equally dismal 
existence on the fringes of the 
metropolitan areas. 

We North Americans arc, for 
the most part, blissfully unawa- 
re of the conditions which sur- 
round the majority of people in 
Latin America. We picture this 
land as a relatively unexplored 
tourist's paradise. 

Splendor 

The splendor of its scenery is 
matched and even rivalled by 
the elegance of its cities. There 
is Lima in Peru, which appears 
to be a number of cities in one, 
for each dictator built a part of 
it to suit his own taste in archi- 
tecture. Santiago, the capital of 
Chile, is the first stop on the way 
to the world's finest skiing. 

And if you don't like skiing, 
then there are the attractions of 
the city itself, or there is Vina 
del Mar, which is heralded by 
the travel folders as "the Riviera 
of Soiith America". The East 
Coast .of : the continent has the 
fascinating centres of Buencs Ai- 
res, Rio, and Montevideo. Each 
sparkles with its ^ own special 
charm. 

The charm Is so bright that 
most visitors to these countries 
do not become fully aware of 
the' conditions of the people. In 
the shadows are the points never 
visited by the tourists. Where 
the visitor goes, the areas are 
cleared of the hundreds of home- 
less waifs who pounce upon fo- 
reigners looking for money. The 
tourist maps arc careful to show 
only the "right" parts of the 
city — people are not taken 
■ through the huge areas where 
sewage runs in the streets and 
the pigs and population share 
luck in the search for food. 



The governments of these 
cotmtrles'want a guarded exhibi- 
tion of their nations. No one 
wishes to display poverty, nor do 
people come to view misery. 

Shielding ourselves from- these 
problems of want .and misery . , 
will not solve them, and certain- 
ly they will never be correctly 
solved without our help. In the 
past, the governments of these 
countries seem to have operated

on the premise that if the huge 
economic and social problems 
were ignored, they would go 
away. 

But, events such as the Cuban 
Revolution are beginning to 
bring tho problems to the fore. 
Even so, there Is a long way to 
go. Wo cannot attempt to help 
until wo arc fully aware of the 
urgency of the situation. 

The news wx! read reflect sole- 
ly tho attitudes of tho govern- 
ments of South America. Take 
for example, the growing hostili- 
ty being displayed towards Cas- 
tro by many Latin American na- 
tions.* Castro and his policies are 
beginning to put many of these 
governments on edge. 

We arc driven to an incorrect 
conclusion, however, if we sur- 
mise that the majority of the 
people of these countries — the 
poor — are equally disturbed by 
Fidel and his deeds. 

Castro Legend 

Among the peasants and labor- 
ers, Castro is fast becoming a 
legend through the yams spun 
by Communist agitators through- 
out the continent. 

Tho Communists have been 
quick to take advantage of thefr

victory In Cuba. They display 
Castro as one of them. They are 
quick to tell the peasants of the 
land reform taking place. Gone 
are tlie large landowners. The 
workers hear of the better deal ' 
for labour in Cuba, and the smal* 
lest concession in South America 
can be considered a "better 
deal". 

To these people, tho things 
being achieved by Fidel are thé 
things which they want It is of 
little use for us to retaliate by 
showing that food is scarce, that 
people must line up for blocks 
to receive food. At least in Cuba 
there are lines in which to wait. 

The methods of Castro and the 
Communists are of little concern 
to the poor. Things arc being do- 
ne, aren't they? While in Chile, 
we visited the mining town of 
Lota. All the officers of the mi- 
ne's union were Communists, yet 
none of them had the slightest 
notion of Marxlst-Lenlnlst theory. 
All they knew was the propagan- 
da told to them by others of the 
glorious victories of Communism. 

Which Direction 

Although frustration and hun- 
ger may be the motivation be- 
hind the people's willingness to 
rebel, It is the small but highly 
organized Communist group 
which Is harnessing this hostility 
to its own ends. 

We are passively witnessing 
the gradual fall of Latin America 
to the Communists because In 
our democratic diversity we are 
yet unable to mobilize any effec- 
tive counter-attack. 

If help Is to come from North 
America, then Canada must take 
a leading role. The mbtakcs of 
the United States, magnified 
greatly by those who will bene- 
fit, have put tbeni in a position 
which will take many^enerations 
to live down.

Three playi with vastly differing attitude» and approaches 
to contemporary mores were presented at the IVDL Festival 
Friday night. 



Salurday^iPternoon's plays at! concerned some form of love, physical, spiritual or 
maternal. Unfortunately, the actors did . not seem to have experienced any of them. 



Nevertheless, there were simi> 
larities. The first, "Crawling Ar- 
nold", hy cartoonist Jules FeUfer 
was the work of a self-styled 
"sick" playwright; William Saro- 
yan's "Hello Out There" .concern*' 
ed some lonely and mentally sick 
people; "The Shooting Gallery", 
McMaster's student-written pro- 
duction, was a sick play. 

Arnold Enterprise, the hero of 
Feiffer's play, which was per- 
formed by Carlelon University, is 
a 35-year-oId child who begins 
to revert back to crawling as a 
result of a traumatic experience 
— returning home from an un- 
successful attempt to exert his 
virility, he is informed that his 
70-year old parents are expecting 
another child. 

A pretty social worker, appro- 
priately named Miss Sympathy, 
attempts to cure Arnold; after 
Feiffer has teed off on such di- 
verse subjects as fallout shelters, 
conventional middle-aged "res- 
ponsibility" conventional liberal- 
ism, and race relations (the En- 
terprise's negro maid Milly riots 
at the U.N. and locks them out 
of their fallout shelter crying 
"Let the white capitalists kill 
each other off"), Miss Sympathy 
is seduced by artful Arnold. 

Too Even 

Adjudicator Beaulne described 
Carlcton's performance as being 
"a bit too even, lacking shading, 
innuendo and contrast", and whi- 
le the play was very well recei- 
ved by the FestiVal audience, it 
was apparent that the cast was 
somewhat uneasy and squeamish 
about the more explicit Unes of 
the play. 

As Beaulne pointed out, David 
Shcwell as Arnold did not ap- 
pear mature enough for the part,| 
"especially the -last seduction sce- 
ne". . But his ^Arnold, alternately 
guileful'and Irinoeéht, was one of 
the highlights of the whole eve- 
ning. Gail Luther, as Miss Sym- 
pathy, was appropriately arro- 
gant and virginal. 

Saroyan's Ilcllo Out There" 
which concerns the plight of an 
itinerant gambler unjustly accu- 
sed of rape, and his friendship 
with the girl who cleans the 
small Texas jail, was described 
by Mr. Beaulne as "a masterpie- 
ce of world theatre". 

Romanticism 

Considered just as theatre, .It 
has merits, but it is too marred 
by Saroyan's blurred, and sim- 
plistic romanticism to be great 
literature. Ryerson's production 
attempted to capture a feeling of 
continual intensity which failed 
partially because of inaudibility 
and partially because of a care- 
lessness and superficiality at the 
crisis points of the play. 

Mr. Beaulne said of Mike Malt- 
by, the male lead, that "he play- 
ed in one key that I couldn't qui- 
te make out"; I felt that this 
lack of clarity was due largely 
to the author rather than the act- 
or; especially at the beginning, 
Maltby, an actor of the Method 
School, was highly effective in 
projecting a kind of seml-artlcu- 
late bewilderment. 

Sheila Shepheard, the female 
lead, was highly praised by Mr. 
Beaulne, who described her per- 



formance as "tender and mov- 
ing. This is real arena-style act- 
ing, and I thank her for it", he 
said. Miss Shepherd is an ex- 
ceptionally natural and' graceful 
actress; at times, however, her 
sweet simplicity was somewhat 
unbelievable, even by Saroyan's 
standards. 

Shooting Gallery 

McMaster's "The ShooUng Gal- 
lery" was written and directed 
by Anthony Brennan. According 
to Brennan, the play is principal- 
ly an attack upon capital punish- 
ment, war and political opportu- 
nism. It begins as a very promis- 
ing comedy, with both clever 
lines and situations, but degene- 
rates into long-windedi tedious, 
cliche-ridden bombast. 

Brennan's intention was to gi- 
ve the audience the shock of a 
Joke going horribly sour; with 
considerably more careful edit- 
ing, this could have been a fine 
play. 

Writer-Director Brennan ap- 
peared in the play as the Com- 
mandant His role was the most 
believable one and especially '^at 
the first his portrayal of a mind* 
less martinet was masterfuL 
Duncan Appleford, as the assas- 
sin, had a completely character- 
less part to play, and resorted to 
shrill rhetoric and artificial pos- 
ing in an unsuccssful attempt to 
give It life. Wendy Papemick 
made the best of a strange part, 
alternately the witty sophistica- 
te and the naive sophomore.^ 

TOM TAUSKY 



Huron College presented Chris- 
topher Fry's "A Phoenix Too 
Frequent'^'.which is supposed to 
be a wHty.'^subtle" parody, of a 
Greek comedy, in |ia|^Âuinner 
which destroyed thlsWe«!0,The 
story of the beautiful Greek wi- 
dow, determined to die on her 
husband's tomb, who falls in lo- 
ve with a soldier is only credible 
if the soldier is a tall, dark, ro- 
mantic type, and Michael Snow, 
while an excellent comic actor, 
is neither tall, dark nor romantic. 
Janet Ray, who played the wi- 
dow, was better in the love sce- 
nes with the soldier than in her 
long declaration of love for her 
dead husband.- 

Mr. Beaulne complimented the 
producer of the play on the set, 
costumes and make-up. He felt 
that the lighting could have 
been a bit darker, and that the 
actors, although they were good 
comedians, performed the play 
in too broad a style. The lines 
should have been recited, not 
spoken, and the part of the maid 
should have been subdued. He 
felt that the play had not been 
improved by the number of cuts 
and changes made to it. 

Incomplete 

MacDonald College's produc- 
tion of "A Lonely Light", writ- 
ten and directed by student Ro- 
bert Yacknin, was not presented 
In Its complete form; apparent- 
ly, the author was forced to take 
out one ; of the scenes and the 
unfinished remainder failed to 



make an Impression on the au- 
dience. The play Is written in the 
modem "sick realism" style, with 
the actors grunting and sweating 
all over, the place. It was diffi- 
cult to tell what the "message" 
was, unless it was that the young 
girl, whom the trampi^h mother 
tried so desperately to keep pu- 
re, showed signs of following In 
the family tradition. 

The main character was that 
of Joey, a 17-year old boy who 
loved the girl, but felt that it 
would be wrong to touch her. I 
suppose that such characters still 
exist, but the girl seemed the 
more credible of the two. The 
actress who played the mother 
did not seem old, tked or dissi- 
pated enough, but her lover was 
very convincing. 

Not Subtle 

. Mr. Beaulne said that this play 
"lacks subtlety,' was obvious, su- 
perficial, vicious but in the mo- 
dem trend of American vrrlting". 
He commended a "certain ta- 
lent" In the author, but felt that 
It was Impossible s to î' Judge his 
merits on the uncompleted frag- 
ment. The lighting and costumes 
were good according to the ad- 
judicator, and the harsh music 
between scenes set the mood ve- 
ry well; however, although the 
Method acting was good, too ma- 
ny sloppy characters tend to be- 
come monotonous. 

St. Patrldi's College performed 
3 A. Ferguson's ,,,*'Campbell. of 
KlImhor'','*(«TplayJ^whlch must 



arouse the blood of all fervent 
Scots, but seems a little over- 
dramatlc to Sasscnachs and 
French Canadians. However, it 
was. the best-performed play of 
the session. 

Complaints 

The costumes and make-up 
were extremely good, although 
Mr. Beaulne complained that the 
realism, which was carried to 
the extent of having a fire and 
real food on stage, was not com- 
pleted by the clothes being dir- 
ty, or the soldiers having boots. 
The very involved plot concern- 
ed a loyal Highlander who refu- 
ses to betray a conspiracy and is 
hanged, although his Interroga- 
tor. Archibald Campbell of Kll- 
mhor, forces his young cousin to 
reveal what she and Campbell 
believe to be the crucial infor- 
mation. 

The girl, who thought that 
Dougald would be released, is 
desolate, but the mother, proto- 
\yfe of the Scottish matriach, 
doses the play with a proud 
speech on the heroism of her 
son. In my opinion, both the mo- 
ther and Campbell were excel- 
lent, while Dougald was too me- 
lodramatic, and the young ghrl 
was a bit colourless. 

Mr. Beaulne found that Camp- 
bell's character was understated, 
but that the mother was very 
good. He stated that this was "a 
strong performance, well cast, 
acted with Intelligence and con- 
viction.

Three Pluys: A Study In Contrast 



Saturday night saw the last 
three of this year's IVDL arena 

productions. 

In a few brief remarks on 
the plays presented during the 
Festival, the adjudicator, Guy 
Beaulne, laid particular em- 
phasis on the possibilities of 
English theatre In Canada, 
and especially in Montreal. 

From the fifteen plays In the 
Festival, he said, we have seen 
that interest In the'atrc does 
exist. It is the responsibility of 
the audiences to demand more 
English language plays and, by 
their support and intelligent ac- 
claim, to encourage theatre 
groups to aim for higher stand- 
ards. 

Summing Up 

Summing up the production of 
"The Sandbox", by the College of 
Christ the King, Mr. Beaulne 
commented that the pace was 
too fast. "The tragedy of life and 
• the appeasement of death", as ho 
resumed the content of Albee's 
play, required a much slower 
tempo, especially during the clos- 
ing scenes. Much of the drama- 
tic intensity was lost in the speed 
of the production, but Albee's 



cynical criticism of the silliness 
of American life still came 
across. 

The Mother and the Father 
(Paulctte Bourgeault and Paul 
Seitz) captured the general feel- 
ing of the comedy, but were not 
sufficiently contrasting. The Mot- . 
her is supposed to be the typical 
domineering woman, overshadow- 
ing her hen-pecked husband. 

Nancy Rider gave a most en- 
tertaining performance as Grand- 
ma. She made the most of her 
many amusing lines, but tended 
to play too much on the same 
level. The lighting, said Mr. 
Beaulne, was especially Impres- 
sive. 

Medea 

Anoullh's adaptation of Eurl- 
pedes' tragedy Medea, presentéd 
by the University of Western 
Ontario and produced by Barry 
G. Browning, was the most ex- 
citing play of the Festival, carry- 
ing off four of the seven awards. 

ThQ star of the performance 
was Nora Keeling, as Medea, who 
unquestionably/ earned the best 
actress award. This is an extra- 
ordinarily exacting role, occupy- 
ing the stage for the entire per- 



formance and consisting largely 
of monologues. It was surprising 
that Miss Keeling did not fumble 
her lines more than once. 

Her feeling for Anoullh's lines 
was amazing. Capturing the tra- 
gic intensity from the start, she 
held the audience's attention to 
the end. Her control of gesture 
and voice modulation was excel- 
lent. Unfortunately the support- 
ing cast was unable to exert any 
influence on the level of the pro- - 
duction. This was due to bad di- 
rection. 

Old Woman 

The old woman, Medea's nurse 
played by Linda Dowling, was 
too shy in her role. It was im- 
probable that quite such a "weak 
bag of bones" should have fol- 
lowed the tragic figure of Medea 
through the horrors of her life. 
She must be a strong almost 
Medea's equivalent in the world 
of simple people. Without thé 
contrast, the intensity of the play 
remains on Medea's level, that 
of the demi-gods, and, incident- 
ally, makes the last scene mean- 
ingless. 

Dave Fox as Creon, was the 
.only supporting member of the 



cast who gave Medea any relief 
from the strain of her role. 'His 
portrayal of the aging king, who 
is beginning to repent his past 
life of horror and bloodshed, was 
charged with real feeling. His hu- 
mility in the face of Medea's 
taunts of the effects of age in a 
man was genuinely moving, and 
he well deserved the award he 
received for this role. 

^Ir. Beaulne was full of praise 
for the costuming and lighting. 
This, he said, was true theatre. 
The quality of the accessories 
showed that the production crew 
had spent lime in research and 
had paid attention to details. All 
of this paid off In the end. The 
adjudicator's final comment was 
"a magnificent production, de- 
monstrating the high standards 
for which one should aim." 

Judging from the ovation which 
the play, and In particular Miss 
Keeling, reclvcd, the audience 
was in complete agreement

Athletic Association. This weekend at the Carlton Club in Toronto, the Red and White five 

•wept to the title eight matches to seven over the University of 'Toronto. 



Additionally, Colin Adair brought 
the individual championship back 
to McGiil with a breath taking vic- 
tory over Toronto's number one 
man John Irclon. The University 
of Western Ontario was also enter- 
ed in the tourney but failed to win 
a match. 

McGill jumped to an early lead 
In the Friday morning matches. In 
head-on combat with Toronto, the 
Redmcn came out on top 2-1. Colin 
Adair and Ken McRcyno'.ds both 
won their matches but Itoss Adair, 
McGill's number one man lost to 
Ireton in a four-game match.
